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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MIDHURST  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  which  I  have  the  honour  to  present,  my  third  and 
the  sixty-fifth,  of  the  series,  is  concerned  with  the  activities  of  what 
is  likely  to  prove  one  of  the  most  memorable  years  in  the  history 
of  local  government  administration  in  the  Rural  District  of  Midhurst. 

As  I  suggested  last  year  the  re-organisation  of  your  Public 
Health  activities  was  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  time. 
This  re-organisation,  begun  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  was  to  some 
extent  interrupted  by  the  changes  in  3/our  staff  ;  but  it  is  now 
nearing  completion,  with  beneficial  results  that  must  have  become 
so  generally  apparent  as  to  need  no  special  emphasis  on  my  part. 
Another  improvement,  and  one  which  has  produced  as  striking  a 
change  as  any  seen  for  man}/  years,  has  been  the  formation  of  a 
small  sub-committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  H.  J.  R.  Murray, 
to  investigate  alleged  housing  defects.  What  was  before  a  matter 
of  hearsay  has  now  become  fully  witnessed  evidence  ;  and  some 
indication  of  the  large  volume  of  work  which,  this  sub-committee 
has  done  is  to  be  found  in  the  figures  in  Section  D,  in  which  for  the 
first  time  the  sequence  of  noughts  has  been  broken.  The  provision 
of  new  houses  to  take  the  place  of  those  found  unfit  is  a  difficult 
problem  which  still  awaits  solution,  since  at  present  progress  is 
checked  by  the  reluctance  of  land-owners  to  sell  sites  for  them. 

As  part  of  the  previous  housing  programme  a  new  departure 
has  been  the  non-parlour  agricultural  labourers  cottage  let,  with  the 
help  of  subsidy,  at  6/6  per  week,  and  providing  a  kitchen-sitting 
room,  three  bedrooms  and  scullery. 

The  new  drainage  and  sewerage  system  for  Fernhurst  promises 
a  notable  improvement  to  the  amenities  of  the  village.  The  plans 
for  similar  improvements  in  the  Parishes  of  Harting  and  Tillington 
are  well  advanced  but  work  on  them  has  not  begun  yet. 

No  one,  I  think,  who  studies  this  report,  particularly  if  he  is 
familiar  with  the  standards  that  previously  prevailed,  can  fail  to 
realise  the  very  great  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
department.  The  interest  and  co-operation  that  has  been  met 
with  among  many  sections  of  the  public  has  contributed  to  this  no 
less  than  the  assiduity  of  your  staff,  to  all  of  whom  I  tender  my 
thanks.

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  continues  to  undertake  the 
pathological  work  in  connection  with  the  services  which  it 
specifically  administers — tuberculosis,  venereal  diseases,  and  mater¬ 
nity  and  child  welfare. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

The  general  ambulance  work  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by 
the  British  Red  Cross,  Mr.  N.  J.  Melhuish  Commandant,  using  a 
Bedford  26  h.p.  ambulance,  the  property  of  the  R.D.C.  According 
to  the  annual  report  of  the  Society  on  the  ambulance  in  the  first  year 
of  service,  97  patients  were  carried  and  3,356  miles  travelled,  and 
the  members  of  the  Detachment  put  in  2,111  hours  of  work  in 
practices,  ambulance  and  general  duties. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  thirteen  District 
Nurses,  eleven  of  whom  live  in  the  district  (c.f.  the  summary  in  the 
Appendix) . 


(d)  Treatment  centres  and  clinics.

It  will  be  seen  that  some  of  these  appeared  unsatisfactory. 
But  there  was  reason  for  supposing,  on  further  investigation,  that 
the  organisms  present  were  the  result  of  contamination  from  the  tap. 
Further  inquiries  to  determine  this  point,  including  chemical 
analyses,  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  private  supplies,  however,  were  definite^  not  satisfactory. 
Stedham  supply,  having  previously  given  a  good  result,  was  found 
at  the  end  of  June  to  be  heavily  infected,  with  B.Coli  present  in 
0.1  cc.  The  springs  were  all  sampled  with  very  similar  results  and 
so  a  temporary  chlorination  system  was  introduced  while  steps  were 
taken  to  re-construct  the  catchment  reservoir.  An  inspection  of 
t lie  terrain  suggested  that  human  contamination  was  highly 
improbable,  and  pointed  strongly  to  rabbits  as  the  culprits.  Finally 
a  satisfactory  result  was  achieved.  After  a  full  inquiry,  including  a 
report  by  Messrs.  John  Taylor  &  Sons,  the  Council  decided  not  to 
acquire  the  undertaking. 

The  other  private  source  that  gave  trouble  was  that  which 
supplies  an  estate  in  Tillington.  The  bore  hole  was  in  the  garden 
of  one  of  the  houses  and  the  lie  of  the  adjacent  land  made  it  possible 
that  it  was  receiving  ground  water,  possibly  contaminated  by  the 
overilow  of  cesspools.  The  position  was  therefore  much  more 
serious,  but  the  owner  immediately  appreciated  this  and  undertook 
to  instal  an  effective  chlorinating  plant. 

Individual  supplies  continue  to  constitute  a  difficult  problem, 
the  nature  of  which  has  been  dealt  with  in  previous  reports.  The 
results  of  analyses  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : —

During  the  year,  Messrs.  John  Taylor  &  Co.,  have  been  investi¬ 
gating  the  lay-out  of  proposed  main  supplies  for  the  Harting  and 
Rogate  areas  and  for  the  Tillington  area. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  question  is  being  considered  in  connection  with  the  water 
supplies  for  Harting  and  Tillington. 

During  the  year  substantial  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
construction  of  mains  and  disposal  plant  for  the  Fernhurst  Village 
Sewerage  Scheme. 

In  the  Camelsdale  district,  37  fresh  connections  were  made 
during  the  year  to  the  sewage  mains,  finished  in  1937. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  brook  at  South  Harting  has  again  given  trouble  as  a  result 
of  the  unsatisfactory  drainage  conditions  described  before.  It  will 
continue  to  do  so  until  the  proper  drainage  scheme  is  in  operation. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  has  been  no  notable  reduction  in  the  number  of  pail 
closets  during  the  year  ;  9  such  conversions  were  made  in  the 
Camelsdale  area. 


(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

No  alterations  have  been  made  in  previous  arrangements,  but 
the  whole  question  has  been  under  consideration  and  an  up-to-date 
motor  refuse  van  has  been  demonstrated.  It  is  hoped  to  begin  its 
use  in  the  new  year  in  Midhurst  itself,  with  a  possible  extension  of 
its  area  later.

It  is  hoped  during  the  year  to  compile  a  new  Factories  Register  and  lor 
this  purpose  every  factory  in  the  area  will  be  inspected  and  the  necessary 
particulars  recorded  in  a  card  index  register. 
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4.  Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  remains  as  before  with 
the  exception  of  certain  minor  renovations  and  repairs. 

In  two  cases  the  water  supply  was  suspect.  In  one  of  these 
the  only  thing  amiss  was  a  discolouration  by  iron  salts.  The  other 
was  a  contaminated  supply  and  was  made  fit  by  the  removal  of  a 
refuse  deposit  nearby. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  sore  throats 
with  the  usual  accompaniment  of  otitis  media  at  West  Lavington 
School  and  the  adjacent  district.  Three  throat  swabs  gave  a  growth 
of  Streptococcus  Viridans  and  one  of  Stretococcus  Haemolyticus. 
The  infection  was  probably  spread  by  human  carriers,  the  milk 
supply  being  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  it  was  of  short  duration. 

A  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  a  private  school  was  also  the  subject 
of  investigation.  Here  again  the  results  were  negative  and  there 
was  no  spread.

Infectious  Diseases  among  Milkers. 

One  unusual  case  may  be  reported  in  detail  as  shewing  the  risks 
to  which  milk  may  be  exposed.  A  boy,  the  son  of  a  farm  worker, 
was  suffering  from  impetigo,  a  trivial  septic  infection  of  the  skin 
common  among  school  children.  It  was  doubtless  from  him  that 
his  father  became  infected  with  the  same  complaint,  developing 
several  sores  on  the  exposed  parts  of  his  body.  This  man  did  not 
ordinarily  do  milking  but  was  in  the  habit  of  helping  occasionally. 
His  wife,  who  worked  in  the  dairy,  then  developed  a  sore  throat  of 
such  unusual  severity  as  to  present  many  features  suggestive  of 
diphtheria.  For  this  she  was  taken  to  hospital,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  town  to  which  the  milk  was  consigned 
wholesale  was  immediately  notified  of  the  risks  to  which  it  had  been 
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exposed,  while  the  farm  worker  was  requested  not  to  take  any  part 
in  the  handling  of  milk.  The  woman’s  swab  was  negative  to 
diphtheria.  A  swab  was  then  taken  from  the  boy’s  skin,  and  this 
gave  a  profuse  growth  of  the  haemolytic  streptococcus,  the  organism 
responsible  for  scarlet  fever,  septic  sore  throat,  and  several  other 
serious  conditions  some  of  which  have  featured  in  milk-borne 
epidemics,  but  rather  unusual  as  the  cause  of  impetigo.  The 
woman’s  throat  had  not  been  examined  for  this  organism  so  that 
the  final  scientific  proof  is  lacking  ;  but  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  all  three  cases  were  connected,  and  that  through  them  the 
milk  supply,  and  through  it  the  health,  of  hundreds  of  people  in 
a  distant  town,  was  endangered.  Fortunately  the  milk  was 
pasteurised  on  arrival  at  the  town  and  no  cases  of  diseases  arose 
from  it. 

This  case  shews  on  what  a  slender  thread  hangs  the  welfare  of  a 
milk  supply,  and  what  a  valuable  part  in  safeguarding  it  may  be 
played  by  the  medical  practitioner  (in  this  case  Dr.  W.  A.  Ball)  in 
co-operation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Slaughterhouses. 

Killing  takes  place  at  one  licensed  and  five  registered  slaughter¬ 
houses  which  are  quite  well  kept,  but  cannot  be  considered  by  any 
means  ideal  having  regard  to  modern  standards.  Most  slaughtering 
takes  place  at  the  two  registered  slaughterhouses  at  Miclhurst,  the 
amount  killed  in  the  outlying  slaughterhouses  being  comparatively 
small.  At  Lodsworth  and  Linchmere,  the  respective  slaughter¬ 
houses  are  only  used  during  the  “  pork  ”  season  for  the  killing  of  a 
few  pigs  weekly.  Every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  all  animals  killed, 
and  from  inspections  made  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  good  quality 
of  animals  killed  in  the  district. 


Butchers’  Shops. 

There  are  nine  butchers’  shops  in  the  area,  five  of  which  are 
at  Midhurst.  Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time,  a  fair 
amount  of  imported  meat  being  sold  in  the  district.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Under  the  re-grouping  scheme  for  infectious  disease  accomoda¬ 
tion  all  such  cases  are  now  treated  at  the  Chichester  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  the  arrangement  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  to  date. 
Owing  to  the  paramount  importance  of  good  nursing  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  diphtheria  removal  to  hospital  is  advised  in  all  cases  of  this 
disease  ;  but  scarlet  fever  cases  are  removed  only  where  there  is 
some  special  indication,  e.g.,  severity  of  the  attack  or  special  danger 
to  others. 

There  was  no  special  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  but  there  was 
one  very  unpleasant  little  outbreak  of  diphtheria  which  assumed  an 
unusual  intensity  owing  to  the  overcrowded  conditions  in  the  house 
infected.  Two  grandparents,  the  parents,  three  children  over  10 
and  five  under  10  years  old  were  living  in  a  house  with  two  living 
rooms  and  three  bedrooms,  and  by  the  time  the  first  notification 
was  received  the  grandmother,  father  and  three  small  children  were 
all  affected.  The  survivors  were  given  a  preventive  dose  of 
antitoxin  and  fortunately  no  further  cases  developed. 

The  full  implications  of  such  an  event  as  this  are  seldom  realised. 
In  hard  cash  the  cost  to  the  ratepayers  of  antitoxin,  removal  to 
hospital,  and  treatment  there,  was  no  less  than  £113  3s.  Od.  ;  and 
this  is  to  say  nothing  of  the  loss  of  wages  to  the  family,  doctor’s  bills, 
travelling  expenses  of  sanitary  officers,  and  so  on.  Diphtheria  can 
be  prevented  with  something  more  than  90%  efficiency  at  a  cost  of 
less  than  Is.  3d.  a  head. 

The  only  case  of  polio-myelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  shewed 
several  unusual  features  and  was  not  connected  with  the  epidemic 
cases  elsewhere  earlier  in  the  year.  The  patient  made  a  good 
recovery. 

Epidemic  jaundice  made  its  appearance  in  two  localities  but 
failed  to  spread  seriously.  Seven  cases  were  traced,  and  these  and 
others  are  the  subject  of  a  special  inquiry  which  it  is  hoped  eventually 
to  publish  elsewhere.
